t the closing of each school year, 
A students tend to reflect on the past 
nine months. This year proves no different. 
Several events occurred which will remain in 
the minds of the students for years to come. 

One week in January, Batesville was in 
the media spotlight for two reasons. First, 
Matt Gutzwiller, a senior, was attacked at 
knife point while working at Cross County 
Shell. The assailant posed as a customer and 
subsequently attacked Matt from behind. 
After a struggle between the two, the at- 
tacker fled by car and was later apprehended 
by police. Not only did Matt make head- 
lines in Batesville for his bravery, but all 
three television stations from Cincinnati in- 
terviewed him as well. 

A second incident, in which a building 
on the corner of Walnut and Boehringer 
streets exploded, also caught the networks’ 
interest. On January 17, a gas leak caused 
an office building to explode without prior 
warning. The only hint of a problem was a 
gaseous odor inside the building. Imme- 
diate attempts were made to evacuate the 
building and to insure the safety of pas- 
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sersby. Moments later the building was in 
shambles and the townspeople were 
amazed. Firemen and police officers com- 
bed the rubble for hours searching for any 
victims who may have become trapped in 
the explosion. Fortunately, no one was in- 
jured in the blast. 

When a person's rights are being vi- 
olated, we are taught to stand up for our- 
selves and defend our rights. That is exactly 
what the students of BHS did following the 
implemantation of new school rules. The 
students felt these new rules were too strict 
and decided to take a stand by boycotting 
lunch, Although the boycott lasted only two 
days, the rules were lightened and school 
was “‘back to normal.” 

Another incident in which individual 
rights were violated occurred in Los An- 
geles. Rodney King, an African-American 
was savagely beaten by four Caucasion po- 
lice officers on March 3, 1991. After a year 
of court deliberation, a jury found the of- 
ficers not guilty on all charges but one. This 
decision caused an unexpected uproar be- 
tween whites and blacks. Looting, arson, 


and rioting plagued the city for days. The 
hatred that flowed throughout the city 
caused at least fifty deaths and numerous 
injuries to the black, white, and Korean 
residents of south central L.A. Thankfully, 
the riots lasted only a few days and the 
people realized what was important to get 
the city back on track, working together as 
one. All people need to ban together to get a 
job done regardless of age, sex, or race. We 
must unite to make this world a better place 
for the future. 

As we left on May 29 many had different 
views to what each would do next, but we 
all must prepare for our entrance into the 
“REAL WORLD.” We must proceed with 
an open and liberal mind. Judging people 
for who they are inside is what will make 
this a better world in which to live. In the 
years ahead, let us remember these events 
and their outstanding effect on the people 
Hopefully, we can make sound decisions so 
these events never occur again.
